Military Leaders 
Continue To Seek

Frondizi’s refusal to accept the 
resignations of his three arm ed 
services secretaries, chief targets 
of the rebellious officers.

against Frondizi’s regim e by his 
m ilitary opponents. They report­ 
edly feel they are strong enough 
to force out the em battled presi­ 
dent unless he m eets their de­ 
m ands for sweeping changes in 
his governm ent and policies.

landslide victor 16 months ago in 
A rgentina’s first free election in 
more than a decade. 
Striving to cope with the darken­ 
ing crisis, Frondizi told Interior 
M inister Alfredo Vitolo, long an 
adm inistration 
spokesman, 
to 
meet leaders of A rgentina’s politi­ 
cal parties today to sound them 
out on the situation. This aroused 
speculation Frondizi was consider­ 
ing form ing a coalition govern­ 
ment. 
Vitolo told newsmen the m ass 
Cabinet 
resignation 
Monday 
in­ 
dicated changes in the govern­ 
m ent’s policies. He did not say 
what the changes would be, but 
observers 
believed 
they 
might 
have come too late to appease 
the aroused m ilitary. 
Many of the m ilitary opponents 
of Frondizi’s adm inistration had 
key roles in the revolution which 
toppled dictator Juan Peron four 
years ago. 
They 
have accused 
Frondizi’s 
adm inistration of failing to fulfill 
its election prom ises and of p er­ 
mitting Peron supporters, leftists 
and some Communists to infiltrate 
the governm ent. They also con­ 
tend the president has not acted 
firm ly enough to solve the nation’s 
many problem s.

to 
m ilitary pressure before, replac­ 
ing a foreign m inister and three 
Cabinet secretaries. But the m ili­ 
tary feels he has not gone far 
enough. 
The

after the publication last week of

m ent between Peron and one of 
Frondizi’s 
closest 
advisers. 
The 
president denied any such agree­ 
m ent, but a group of retired m ili­ 
tary leaders tried to raise a re ­ 
volt against him.

hiding. Dism issal of U ndersecre­ 
tary of W ar Manuel Raimundez 
appeared to ease the crisis, but 
it built up again Monday as dissi­ 
dent officers gathered support. 


5 Vote Law Bills

is voters’ day in the Ohio House of 
Representatives. The House, in a 
single day, proposes to dispose of 
five bills affecting citizens’ right 
to vote. 
Perhaps the most im portant is 
a bill to perm it polls in counties 
of more than 200,000 population to 
rem ain open until 8 p.m .. lMi hour 
beyond the normal closing hour. 
The Senate already has approved 
a version of the sam e bill to keep 
all polls open on Election Day until 
8 p.m. 
Another is a bill, which origi­ 
nates in the House, providing for 
a door-to-door canvass for voter 
registration. 
Another 
Senate-ap­ 
proved bill provides for mail regis­ 
trations valid for four instead of 
two years without a voter appear­ 
ing at the polls. 
The last on the parade of bills 
affecting voters is a Senate ap 
proved bill which would perm it the 
listing of all candidates of a single 
party in a direct line across the 
voting machine. This would perm it

'No Retreat' 


U.S. Policy on Berlin 
To Be Told Tonight 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Secre 
tary of State Christian A. H erter 
is reported ready to proclaim an 
Allied “no retreat” stand in fu 
ture talks with the Soviets on the 
deadlocked Berlin Issue. 
H erter is to outline his views 
in

nation-wide 
television-radio 
report to the Am erican people to­ 
night. His 15-minute speech will 
seek to explain why six weeks of 
intensive talks at Geneva failed 
to ease East-W est tensions over 
G erm any’s fate. 
The address will be carried by 
all m ajor radio networks and by 
NBC-TV and CBS-TV at 8 p. rn. 
EST. A delayed telecast at 9:30 
p. rn. is planed by ABC-TV.
